Most Interesting and precious of (day it is but a small town, pre- 
all the exhibit! at the Chicago Ex-1 domlnantly Turkish, despite gelng 
position Is the Antioch Chalice, 
which many scholars believe to be 
the very cup from which Jesus 
drank at the Last Supper. 
This 
priceless relic bears the name of 
Antioch, because 
it 
was found 
there. The cup, now encased in 
silver ornamented with figures, is 
indubitably of very great antiquity; 
and it was not unnatural that it 
should Save been preserved and 
reverenced 
in 
ntioch, the 
city 


which soon outstripped Jerusalem 
as a center of active Christian 
life and work. Many a visitor to 
the Fair has gone home to study 
anew the story of the Last Sup- 
per; and the location and history 
of Antioch. 


And Antioch is a fascinating 
theme for study. Few persons have 
visited it, for It is not on any mod- 
ern highway. When I went down 
from Aleppo to Antioch there was 
much hubbub and concern over 
the bandit-infested highway. De- 
spite orders, my native chauffeur 
took us a round-about way, over 
the worst road I have ever tra- 
velled in order to avoid the rob- 
bers. But the trip was worth all 
its pains. 


A City's Fame—And Shame 
In the first century of our era, 
Antioch was the third city in the 
world, only Alexandria and Rome 
surpassing it. The population was 
about half a million. It dated from 
the days of Alexander the Great, 
and had a regal 'natural situation, 
surrounded by mountains—now bare 
and brown and deforested—on the 
banks of the swift-flowing Orontes 
river. Now,- as then, the city is 
abundantly 
watered; although to-

•. Walls, t( are a joy- 
:he ruins of

All the vices of the East, as well 
as the learning' and sophistication 
of the West, met In this city; 
which was both famous and .'n- 
famous. Most of the problems of 
the modern metropolis were pres- 
ent in Antioch. 


New Life Amidst Moral Decay 
Yet Antioch became the great 
center of Christian activity 'n the 
first century. What doughty souls 
those early Christians were! Dif- 
ficulties did not deter them; ad- 
verse conditions did not 
make 
them defeatists. They went up 
against Rome and Alexandria and 
Antioch as conquerors'; and they 
wrested the ancient fame from 
them and made them celebrated 
as Christian capitals. Today the 
church Is a compromising body, 
and therefore not a conquering 
force. 


Despite Peter's vision, and the 
deliverance 
of 
the 
Jerusalem 


Council, the Church at first was 
almost exclusively a Jewish body. 
But 
converts 
in 
cosmopolitan 


Cyprus and Gyrene and Phoenicia 
—see 
the 
map—were 
broader- 


minded than the Jerusalem breth- 
ren, and so carried the Good News 
to the Gentiles also, especially in 
Antioch. So notable was this In- 
crease In believers in Antioch, that 
the Mother church sent their saga- 
cious statesman, Barnabas up to 
Syria to look Into the matter.

When he camo upon a condition, 
uj at Antioch, thi.t was beyond 
his own powers to handle ade- 
quately, he loooked about for the 
right man for the place. And his 
mind turned to Saul, who was 
somewhere In Tarsus. 
Saul'* Silent Yean 


Only by an occasional allusion do 
we know anything of Saul's years 
of seclusion, between his convers- 
ion, and his emergence upon the 
scene at Antioch, under the guid- 
ance of Barnabas. We know that 
he had spent three years In the 
desert, and other long years, ap- 
parently unknown In Tarsus. The 
text seems to indicate" that Bar- 
nabas had difficulty in finding 
him. 


Out of those quiet years, which 
laid firmly his philosophical un- 
derstanding of Christ, came the 
greatness of the Apostle Paul- 
Plus, of course, his native char- 
acter, early training and later ac- 
tivities. Says the old proverb, "The

have carried brief stories, unin- 
telligible to most readers, of the 
massacre of Assyrian Christians 
in Irak; and of the exile of their 
patriarch, 
or pope, Mar Shim- 


mun, to Cyprus. One might have 
expected the Christian leaders of 
the world to be heard on this 
subject. 
But no we get "mani- 
festoes" from churchmen on the 
Mooney case, the Scottsboro case, 
the West Virginia miners, etc.; 
but nothing about the plight of 
this homeless ancient people, the 
remnant of the ancient Nestorian 
church, which, in the early cen- 
turies, was sending missionaries to 
far China. 


Brotherhood ties have weakened 
among Christians, since the days 
when the disciples in rich Antioch, 
"every man according to his abil- 
ity," sent relief to the Christians 
In Jerusalem, who were suffering 
from famine. Antioch is a name 
standing for many things; but as 
the missionary capital of early 
Christianity, It represents the two 
major principles, of the brother- 
hood of believers and of the ag- 
gressive extension of the Gospel. 


Not many centuries later, after 


the Roman Empire had become 
Christian, 
Emperor 
Julian 
the 
Apostate arose, to call the peo- 
ple back to the worship of the an- 
cient Roman deities. He staged a 
freat demonstration at Antioch; 
but 
In 
vain, confessing, in a 
phrase that has lived, "Thou hast 
conquered, O pale Galilean."

TRUCK PROBLEM 


STUDIED 


, Ten thousand truck oper- 
ators throughout the coun- 
try have been asked by Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, federal co- 
ordinator of transportation, 
to answer a questionnaire to 
determine the relation of 
trucking to freight transpor- 
tation. 


The inquiry is part of the 


federal program for bring- 
ing into co-ordination rail- 
road, waterway and motor 
transportation. Its immedi- 
ate purpose is to determine 
in what sphere transporta- 
tion *of goods by motor ve- 
hicles^ is more economical or 
serviceable than by other 
means. 


The investigation will not 


be confined to for-hire ve- 
hicles. It will include also 
private operators of 10 or 
more vehicles in transport- 
ing their own goods, "as it 
is recognized that such trans- 
portation is of growing im- 
portance, and facts relating 


ially in the West, 'recently to tt must b,e obtained before 
filed reduced tariffs .with 
the 
interstate 
commerce 


commission. 
The 
present 


maximum authorized "by the 
commission is 3.6 cents a 
mile. The railroads have the 
right to fix their 
charges 


anywhere under this limit. 
A two-class service is to be 
tried out, a f la,t rate of three 
cents a mile charged for 
first-class passage and two 
cents for second claSs. 


Should the 
experiment 


prove successful, the lower 
rates probably would be 
adopted generally by the na- 
tion's railroads. 


This is not the first move 


made by steam lines to com- 
bat competition by the bus 
and the private car, but oth- 
er attempts have failed to 
bring fhe desired relief; Pas- 
senger traffic has continued 
to decline.

CHICAGO, OctT 10.—(£•)—The 
body of Gus Winkler, 
dapper 
heir to part of the affluence of 
the old Capone gang, lay in a 
morgue today—mute evidence of 
the gangland' rule that dead men 
tell no tales. 
In gangland they call talking 
to authorities the "squeal" and 
it was the theory of Investigators 
that his enemies pumped four 
volleys of shotgun 
pellets 
into 
his body yesterday to keep him 
from telling what he knew about 
a $250,000 mail robbery in Chica- 
go last December. 


Winkler was the second person 
linked with the robbery in one 
way or another, to die. The oth- 
er was Edgar B. Lebensberger, 
owner of a swanky club on Chi- 
cago's near North Side. 
And while Winkler's body lay 


in a mortuary, there were news- 
paper reports that his slayers 
have marked for death, one, or 
possibly two, other men to si- 
lence them in the federal gov- 
ernment's 
investigation 
of the 
robbery. 


The report that Winkler, who 
had been in hiding since last Sat- 
urday, had intended to talk to-

came from his widow-

Gilbert, "apparently was the con- 
tact man between the actual mail 
robbers and the peddlers of 
the 


stolen bonds. 
He wae the only

The committee Tuesday «tafted 
an inquiry into reported selling of 
jobs within the live stock sanitary 
commission. 
Two brothers, Royce Williams of 
Gllmer, and D. H., Williams, for- 
merly of Gllmer, but now residing 
at Poteet, testified they had .col- 
lected approximately $2;000 in con- 
tributions on representations. the 
contributors would be given posi- 
tions with the commission. 
They testified they turned the 
money, less expenses, over to Dr. 
E. F. Jarrel of Tyler, member of 
the commission: 
Dr. Jarrel, who 
previously had testified that he had 
not accepted any money in pay- 
ment for jobs, sent Ms resigna- 
tion to Governor Miriam A. Fer- 
guson with protestations of inno- 
cence, charging that the commit- 
tee was merely trying to embar- 
rass Governor Ferguson's admin- 
Is tratlon. 


Dr. Jarrel testified the trouble 
arose over failure of the Williams 
brothers to deliver Jobs for which 
they had accepted money. 
The committee was prepared to 


conclude its hearing and report to 
the legislature when W. M. Mo 
Glothlln of Hillsboro appeared vol- 
untarily before the- committee yes- 
terday and testified he had deliver- 
ed $1,950 to R. H. Burck of Wihit- 
ney, Hill county. 


State Home Superintendent. 
Burck, according to McGlothin, 
had promised that he would be 
appointed superintendent of 
the 
Corsicana Orphans Home if he 
would obtain the 
money. 
Mc- 


Glothin said be went to friends 
and told them he was to be ap- 
pointed superintendent of the home 
and promised them they would be 
given jobs under him when he was 
appointed. 


When the appointment did not 
come about, McGlothin said he 
started investigating. 


Burck testified Tuesday that he 
had been a worker in the cam- 
paign of Miriam A. Ferguson for 
governor. He said that he had ac- 
cepted 
campaign 
donations, but 


denied he had accepted any money 
In payment for jobs. 


McGlothin told of three meet- 


ings with F. L. Denison of Tem- 
ple, one of them at a tourist camp 
near Austin.and two at a tourist 
court at Waco. Denison was ap- 
pointed chairman of the highway 
commission by. Governor Ferguson 
but failed of "confirmation by the 
senate. 


Met In Waco. 


The- first meeting, 
McGlothm 


testified, was at the court house in 
Waco. He said he stopped Denison 
as Denison was coming from the 
district 
attorney's 
office, 
asked 


him if he knew Burck and told 
Denison that Burck, had promised 
him the superintendent of the or- 
phanage. 


Denison replied that if "Bob 


Eturck promised you anything it's 
O. K.," McGlothin testified. 
The second meeting Was a few- 
weeks ago at the Austin tourist 
camp where he went to meet Deni- 


son for a show-down on the prop- 
osition, McOlothin 
testified. He 
said Denison denied getting any 
of the . money.

A meeting was arranged for the 
next night with Burck in Whitney, 
McOlbthin testified, at which Den- 
ison was to be present McGlothin 
said he returned to the tourist 
court at Waco and that the next 
afternoon Denison and two Texas 
rangers, Sam Hannah and Tom 
Cook, appeared 
and said there 
would be no meeting at Whitney 
that night and that McGlothin 
could go before the grand jury at 
Dallas, where Denison would meet 
him the next day. 


McGlothin said Denison never 


showed up at the grand jury and 
that he had decided to go before 
the grand jury himself when his 
attorney advised him to appear 
before the house committee.

WASHINGTON, Oct. It).—(#)— 
Corsicana, Texas, was denied a re- 
view by the Supreme Court Mon- 
day of a decision of the Fifth Clr- 
puit Court of Appeals holding it 
liable to the Trinity and Brazos 
Valley 
Railway 
for 
damages 
caused by the backing up of water 
by the city waterworks system. 


The federal district 
court 
of 
Northern Texas decided in favor 
of the city, holding that the work 
was a public enterprise and with- 
in the police power delegated by 
the slate, that the railway must 
repair 
damage 
at its own ex- 


pense. 


The Appellate Court took a dif- 
ferent view declaring that the city 
in construction work acted in Us 
proprietary capacity and was liable 
to the railway for damages it 
caused. 


The next legal steps 'to be taken 
by the City of Corsicana as a re- 
sult of the adverse decision In the 
appeal to the Supremo Court of 
the United States for a writ of 
certlorari were rather vague Tues- 
day as the special attorney for the 
city, Richard Mays, was still con- 
fined to his hospital bed.
